SMITH MANAGERS DENY HE HAD 
HAND IN PROHIBITION PLANK 


Frank D. Roosevelt Keplies to 
Report Governor Would Not 
Accept Dry Platform. 
HOUSTON, Tex., June 28.—The 
Smith managers, headed by Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt as floor captain, 
authorized a blanket denial in the 
hall last night that the New York 
Governor had taken any hand 
whatever in the prohibition plank 
fight either before the platform 
committee or in the convention 

itself. 

The action of the Governor’s 
contro] committee was prompted 
by reports that he had sent word 
to Houston that he would accept 
no plank that mentioned the pro- 
hibition amendment. 

Roosevelt, supported by George 
W. Olvang sand George R. Van 
Namee, member of the New York 
Transit Commission, said the only 
direct: word 
Governor had been a -telephone 
conversation yesterday with Van 
Namee, and that the prohibition 
plank had not been mentioned. 


N. DAKOTA DRY LAW REPEAL 
BEHIND IN EARLY RETURNS 


Vote 14,845 to 19,090 in 254 Out of 
2192 Precincts; Wet Candidates 
Outdistanced.

FARGO, N. D.,.June 28. — Re- 
turns from 254 out of 2192 pre- 
cincts from Wednesday's primary 
election today gave 14,845 votes for 
repeal of the prohibition clause in 
the State Constitution and 19,090 
against. 

For the Republican - senatorial 
nomination, 675 precincts gave RK. 
A. Nestos, Independent, 41,022; 
Lynn J. Fraziér, nonpartisan, 34,- 
823; Stone (wet), 2727. 

In the Republican gubernatorial 
race, 694 precincts gave Gen. 
-George Shafer 47,459, T. H. Thore- 
son 30.749. .Returns from 213 pre- 
cincts gave Streich (wet) 1014. 
Gen, Shafer is an Independent can- 
didate, while Thoreson represents 
the Nonpartisan League. 

Although during the years of 
North Dakota's statehood - there 
have been occasional tests of wet 
and dry strength, yesterday's pri- 
mary election was the first to give 
women the right to express em: | 
selves at the polls.

Constable and Woman 
Wounded in Flareup of 
Feud Over Control of 
Liquor Traffic. 


RUNNING PISTOL 
FIGHT IN STREETS 


Millionaire Called Out of 
One of His Saloons and 
Killed—Competitor Falls 
in Exchange of Shots. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., June 
Leaders of iwo rival gangs seek- 
ing control of the: Detroit River 
liquor traffic were killed, and a 
Constable and woman bystander 
were wounded in a flareup of the 
feud here last night. 

August Nykiel and Michael] Di- 
pisa were the rival leaders, shot 
dead. 

Police were told that Nykiel was 
called out of one of his string 2f 
river front saloons and cut down 
by ‘a fusilade of pistol shots fired 
by Dipisa and unidentified com- 
panion, posted behind an auto- 
mobile in front of the place. 

Edward. A. McPherson, a Consta- 
ble who was serving a summons 
at a house nearby when the shoot- 
ing occurred, ran to the street and 
opened fire.on the two as they at- 
tempted to enter their car. Dipisa 
was killéd during the exchange. 
McPherson and Mrs. Catherine 
Krolzyck, a passerby, were wound- 
ed. McPherson's condition today 
was serious. The woman was 
‘slightly wounded. 

Running Fight in Streets. 

Emploves of NyKiel’s saloon pur- 
sued the unidentified gunman in 
an automobile. The running fight 
continued over a mile of West 
Side streets when a police motor 
squad caught sight of the ma- 
chines. The officers opened fire 
and riddled the machine in the 
rear. Joseph Waznicki, a bar- 
tender employed by Nykiel, who 
was driving the pursuing car, es- 
caped with minor injuries and 
while the situation was being ex- 
plained to the police the car oc- 
cupied by the gunman disappeared. 

The shooting. police say, was 
the sequel of a feud of several 
years’ standing between a syndi- 

ate headed by Nykiel and a ring 
with which Dipisa and his three 
brothers were associated. 

Nykiel Rated as Millionaire. 

Police said Nykiel was reputed 
to. have operated a fleet of liquor 
boats: plying the Detroit River and 
the feud had its inception in at- 

pts by the combine with which 
| Dipisa brothers were affiliated 
‘to cut in on the business. 

One of the. Dipisa brothers was 
shot to death two years ago and 

a second was slain last year at Fair 
subhen. Michael, the survivor, was 
tried’ twice for murder of men 
thought to have been affiliated 
with the Nykiel combine but was 
acquitted on each occasion. 

Nykiel. who police said was 
rated a millionaire, had no crim- 
inal record although his operations 
came under Federal observation 
on several occasions. He had ex- 
tensive teal estate holdings. Sev- 
eral buildings owned by him have 
been padiocked for’ violation of 
the prohibitién laws.

DRYS MEETING 
WILDLY GnEERS 
~TAUKOF ABOLT 


Wesiniai Tells Delegates sini 
Others That Feminine 
Vote Will Never Go to 

th.

HOUSTON, June 28.—Threats of 
a bolt if Al Smith is nominated 


were wildly cheered at a mass 
meeting of “dry” delegates to the 


Democratic convention held in the 
Baptist Church here today. 

Mrs. Jesse Nicholson of Mary- 
land, a leader in the  national/ 
women's committee for law en- 
forcement, told the meeting that 
the women “will never vote for a 
wet candidate and will bolt if 
Smith is nominated.” This and 
similar expressions by Senator Har- 
ris of Georgia were cheered as the 
delegates turned to march on the 
convention hall. 

Unaware of the exact text of the 
dry plank adopted by the subcom- 
mittee of the resolutions commit- 
tee, the mass meeting was making 


'plans for a determined fight on the 


floor for a “bone-dry” plank. 

Former Gov. Sweet of Colorado 
presided over the meeting toda,r 
and with Daniel Roper of South 
Carolina led the march of the del- 
egates to the convention hall. 

Resolution Adopted. 

The following resolution, pre- 
sented by J. A. Hartness of North 
Carolina, was adopted: 

“At a mass meeting of more 
than 1000 people, including dele- 
gates from many states attending 
the Democratic convention, ft is 
resolved that there shall be no 
change in the eighteenth amenyl- 
ment and the Volstead Act ana 
that the Platform Committee is in- 
structed to indorse both and to dc- 
clare for strict enforcement of 
both.” 

However, virtually all of the 
speakérs seemed to take it for 
granted that Smith would be the 
party’s nomiineée- and their atten- 
tion was centered on the fight fur 
a “dry” plank. ” 

Senator. Harris declared that if 
Smith ran on a wet platform he 
would lose Georgia by 50,000. Wil- 
liam D. Upshaw, dry crusader fror: 
Georgia, also declared that the 
“Tammany Tiger will never get in 
the White House.” Other speakers 
included Cone Johnson of Texas 
and Clifford Walker of Georgia. 

A last minute attempt to unite 
the drys behind a single candidate 
in. the event Smith did not go over 
on the first ballot fell through yes- 
terday as the leaders of the prohi- 
bition troops decided to concen- 
trate entirely on the dry plank is- 
sue. 

Harry Harris, of Kansas, offered 
the suggestion of a dry candidace 
and he mentioned the names of 
Senator George,’ of Georgia, ind 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi. He 
predicated his proposal on the pos- 
sibility that Smith “might not ‘be 
nominated on the first ballot.” 

However, the suggestion fell on 
barren soil. It was put aside and 
there were indications. that it 
would stay there.

Minor Changes in Phrasing 
and Dry Threat to Take 
Fight to Floor Prolongs

HOUSTON, June 28.—The plat- 
form drawn overnight by a dozen 
members of the Democratic nation- 
al convention Resolutions Commit- 
tee found rough going today when 
presented to the 55 members 
charged with reporting out the 
1928 party declarations. 

A number of planks which it 
had been assumed would be ac- 
cepted without discussion came in 
for debate and minor changes with 


a resultant delay in the commit- 
t€e’s report to the convention. 

The prohibition plank, declaring 
for enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment and all other laws, 
caused prclonged debate. This up- 
set the calculations of the Smit 
supporters, who early in the, day 
thought the ‘sht over this most 
controversial subject within the 
Party had about ended. Some of 
the Southern dry Democrats want- 
ed a stronger pronouncement than 
that approved by the subcommit- 
tee. 

Edgar Waybright of Florida, 
floor leader of the drys, said that 
unless the Resolutions Committee 
adopted a stronger dry plank than 
Was proposed by the subcommittee 
a minority report would be filed by 
Gov. Moody of Texas, and the con. 
test-fough: ---‘ the floor of the 
convention. 1 

Prepared for a Fight. 

Waybright said these speakers 
were enlisted for a floor fight for 
a “bone dry” plank: Gov. Moody, 
Senator Glass of Virginia, Josephus 
Daniels of North Carolina, and 
Cone Johnson of Texas. 

Bishop Cann6d:. who believes he 
re>resents the dry sentiment of ths 
country, scid that if the platform 
specifically mentioned enforcement 
of the eighteenth amendment and 
the Constitution it would be gatis- 
factory te the rrohibitionists. “It 
is not necessary to specifically 
mention prohibition,” he added. 
“We did not make the Republicans 
do it and since prohibition already 
is a law its enforcement is all we 
want.”’ 

A prohibition plank declaring for 
enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment was approved by the 
Resolutions Subcommittee in wind- 
ing up the drafting of the platform. 

The declaration was exactly as 
drafted by Senator Key Pittman of 
Nebraska. chairman of the commit- 
tee, and was understood to have 
the full indorsement of Goy. Alfred 
E. Smith. 

Besides declaring for enfofce- 
ment of the eighteenth amegnd- 
ment, the plank sharply assailed 
the Republican administration for 
what is described as a failure to 
enforce the dry !aws and also for 
placing “political hirelings” in en- 
forcement positions, thus making 
of prohibition a political football. 

Farm Plank Adopted. 

The subcommittee adopted a 
farm plank embodying the views 
of the farm organizations but with 
a definite indorsement of the equal- 
ization fee and the McNary-Haugen 
bill omitted. 

Several plans for farm relief are 
suggested and the party would be 
pledged to enact legislation to cor- 
rect what are declared to be the 
faults in distribution and in the 
taking care of the surplus farm 
crops. It was explained that this 
might be done through the opera- 
tien of the equalization fee or by 
other means. 4 

Farm leaders generally expressed 
satisfaction with the agricultural! 
relief declaration and particularly 
with that section which leaves the 
door open for. Congress to enact 
legislation which would bring an 
even greater measure of relief than 
proponents of the McNary-Haugen 
bill had claimed for that measure.

Tydings accused the 
Bishop of “making a misstatement 
and then compounding. it,” and 
said he was out of order.

Tydings said 
he was “tired of being insulted,” 
and advanced upon Glass and 
Bishop Cannon with upraised fists. 
An idea of the whole proceeding 
may be gained from the fact that 
the man who kept his head and 
parted the disputants was Cole 
Biease of South Carolina, the most 
notorious demagogue and disturber

LOSES SUIT FOR ESTATE 
‘OF MILLIONAIRE RECLUSE 


Claimant Said He Was Son of Ed- 
win B. Jennings, but Court 
Gives Property to Cousins. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 28.—Edward C. 
Koester’s claim to the $6,000,000 
estate of the late Edwin B. Jen- 
nings, millionaire recluse, whose 
son Koester said he was by secret 
marriage, was rejected today by 
Judge H. Sterling Pomeroy in Cir- 
cuit Court. Judge Pomeroy ended 
the two years of litigation over the 
legacy by awarding the estate to 
eight cousins of Jennings. 

A petition te allow Koester to 
prove that Jennings left Koester 
his property in a missing will had 
already been denied, and twice his 
efforts to gain the estate were 
thrown out of Probate Court. 

The suit was based on Koester’s 
contention that Jennings was mar- 
ried secretly in 1885 to Johanna 
Duewell, a 14-year-old girl, at Syca- 
more, Ill., and that Koester. was 
their child. His mother, he said, 
died at his birth and he was reared 
by Mrs. Sophia Koester of Wyan- 
dotte, Mich. One witness, Agviesr 
Myers, testified she was present at 
Jennings’ marriage. 

Judge Pomeroy held that docu- 
mentary evidence showing 
Jennings died single was more con- 
vincing than Koester’s story.

FOR VALUATION 
OF $75,000,000 


In Accepting 8-Cent. Fare 
Conditionally, § Trolley 
System Announces It Will 
Ask for Higher Figure. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 28.— 
Not satisfied with the rate-making 
valuation of “not less than $66.- 
000,000” fixed for the property of 
the St. Louis Public Service Co., 
which is nearly $17,500,000 more 
than the property cost the re-or- 
ganizers,. the company today filed 
a motion for a rehearing of the case 
by the State Public Service Com- 
mission, and demanded «6 valua- 
tion of “at least $75,000,000.” ‘ 

This demand for a $75,000,600 
valuation, if granted by the Com- 
mission, would further fatten by 
$9,000,000 the equity in the com- 
mon stock. largely’ held by J. KE. 
Newman of New Orleans and New 
York, professional organizer of 
bankrupt street railways, and. his 
associates in the St. Louis re-organ- 
ization. It would increase in an 
equal amount their prospective 
profits. 

The valuation obtained by the 
company is $14,000,000 greater 
than the tentative valuation fixed 
by the Commission a year previous- 
ly. It is $6,000,000 greater than 
the re-organizers were willing to 
accept a year ago, when negotiat- 
ing with the City of St. Louis for 
a new 30-year franchise, with prof- 
its guaranteed by the city. 

Accepts Fare Conditionally. 

At the same time the re-organiz- 
ing motien was filed, the company 
filed a conditiondl acceptance of 
the commission’s order, but with 
reservations as to everything except 
the increased fare of 8 cents. And, 
indirectly, it placed a reservation 
upon the 8-cent fare. 

Every other major finding of the 
commission in the valuation and 
fare increase order, issued last 
Thursday is challenged in the re- 
hearing motion and higher allow- 
ances demanded. 


Effect of the acceptance of the 
8-cent fare, while asking for a re- 
hearing on all other points, would 
be to give the company the right 
to collect the increased fare from 
the car riders, while a rehearing 
was in progress, if granted, or, 
while the case is pending in the 
courts, if the rehearing is denied 
and an appeal is taken. 

In the motion for a rehearing 

the company demands: 

A valuation of at least $75,- 
000,000 for the property. 

Reversal by the commission of 
its action in reducing the annual 
depreciation allowance from 81,- 
500,000 to $800,000 and restora- 
tion of the former figure. 

An admission by the commis- 
sion that the company is entitled 
to earn a return of “at least 8 
per cent” on the valuation claim 
of $75,000,000. 

While accepting the 8-cent fare 
for present purposes, it is sigenifi- 


, cant that the company contends in 


'the motion that it is entitled to a 
fare that would yield a return of 
“at least 8 per cent” on the claimed 
valuation. Such a ruling would 
necessitate a further fare increase. 

8 Pct. Return Not Ruled On. 

In its order issued last Thurs- 
day, the Commission did not rule 
|upon the company’s assertion it 
was entitled to an 8 per cent re- 
turn. The Commission merely stat- 
ed the company was entitled to a 
fair return upon the property used 
and useful in the public service, 
and held the increased fare, based 
upon 1927 operations, would pro- 
duce an income equivalent to a 
return of 7.14 per cent on the $63.- 
500,000 valuation found for the op- 
erating property. The non-operat- 
ing property valuation was fixed at 
$2,500,000. . 

The order of the Commission 
is effective July 1, and the com- 
pany and City of St. Louis have 
10.days from last Thursday 
which to file acceptances, or mo- 
tions for rehearing.- The fare now 
in effect is 8 cents cash, two tokens 
for 15 cents. 

The commission likely will pass 
upon the rehearing motion of the 
company before July 1. The Com- 

“Latent depreciation” is present 
in the property at all times, and a 
reserve must be provided to take 
care of such depreciation, it was 
asserted. 

However, in another section of 
the motion, the commission is de- 
clared to have erred in deducting 
25 per cent as the amount of de- 
preciation existing on Jan. 1, 1927. 
The company asserts the commis- 
sion could make a deduction only 
for observable depreciation existing 
in the property.and should -not 
have made deductions for latent 
depreciation and obsolesence. . The 
company again asserted ‘he exist- 
ing depreciation was only 16 per 
cent of the value of the property 
subject to wear and tear. 

In this the companr contended 
the commission must permit setting 
up a reserve for “latent deprecia- 
tion,” but could not deduct such 
depreciation existing. in arriving at 
the condition of the property at the 
time of the valuation. 

Other Findings Attacked. 

Other findings attacked in the 
motion for rehearing were: 

Failure of the commission to tir 
a rate of fare that would yiela a 
return of at least 8 per cent on x 
$75,000,000 valuation. In its ap- 
plication for higher fares the com- 
pany asked for an 8-cent straigitt 
fare and obtained it.

The motion states that during the 
eight-year period in which this bal- 
ance was eccumulated, the prop- 
erty was in receivership and it was 
asserted the Commission must take 
judicial notice that the function of 
the receiver merely was to pre- 
serve the property and not expend 
money for making major replace- 
ments, unléss absolutely necessary. 

Property Improved. 

However, contrary to this asser- 
tion, it was shown in the evidence 
in the “hearings of the case that 
the condition of the property had 
been improved materially in the 
eight years after the 1919 valua- 
tion. The company asserted the 
depreciation existing Jan. 1, 1927, 
was only 16 per cent. The Com- 
mission found the depreciation to 
be 25 per cent, as compared to a 
finding of 30 per cent in 1919, 
showing an improvement in the 
condition of the property. 

Despite this, it is stated in the 
rehearing motion that the allow- 
ance of $800,000 a year was equal 
only to the average expenditures 
for replacements in the eight-year 
period, and was insuffiicent. and 
provided no-reserve for “latent de- 
preciation” in the property. 

That the allowance of $5,216,166 
by the commission for overhead 
costs during construction, involving 
cost of supervision, engineering, 
taxes, financing, interest, insurance 
and other items, was inadequate 
and confiscatory. This percentags 
was applied to physical property, 
other than land. 

That the commission erred in 
including promotion costs in the 
17% per cent allowance for over- 
head construction costs, and should 
have found such costs to be 1772 
per cent of the physical property, 
other than land, aside from pro- 
motion costs. 

That the commission erred in not 
allowing construction overheads in 
fixing the value of spare parts kept 
on hand in.the plant account. 

Calls Valuation “Confiscatory.” 

That the value of $4,700,000 
placed on lands used in operations 
was conufiscatory, and should have 
been placed at $5,720,218, and that 
several tracts used in the public 
service had been improperly ex- 
cluded from the valuation by the 
com mission. 

That an allowance of $600,000 
for cash working capital should 
have been fixed at $986,809. 

That the commission erred in 
refusing to include an allowance of 
$4,180,000 claimed by the com- 
pany for financing and promotion. 
That the going value of the prop- 
erty should be $8,700,000 instead of 


| the $3,000,000 fixea by the com- 


mission. 

The company also attacked a 
statement by the commission, in its 
report, that “stress should not be 
put on either the original or re- 
production cost of the property,” 
in determining the valuation. In 
the hearings the company stressed 
the valuation theory of reproduc- 
tion new, less depreciation, and as- 
serted the property had a value of 
98,573,000 on that basis.

GETS 10 YEARS 
INKIONAPING OF 
STATE WITNESS 


Joseph Troup First of Three 
Men to Be Tried in Ab- 
duction of Odell Slattery, 


Negro. 


The first trial growing out of 
the abduction and murder last 
April of Odell Slattery, i8-year- 
old Negro witness fér the State in 
a robbery case, ended late yester- 
day in a verdict of guilty of kid- 
naping against Joseph Troup, one 
of three men accused of doing 


away with Slattery to prevent him 
from testifyings The jury fixed 
the maximum  punishment—10 
years in the penitentiary. 

Joseph Passafiume is expected 
to be placed on trial next week on 
the kidnaping charge. The third 
man, Joseph Buschman, probably 
will escape trial for kidnaping be- 
cause he is under sentence of life 
imprisonment as an habitual crim- 
inal for the robbery in which Slat- 
tery was the State’s chief witness. 

Three Indicted. 


All three were indicted jointly 
for kidnaping and murder, but ob- 
tained severances. Unable to prove 
Slattery was slain in the city, the 
State proceeded only on the kid- 
naping charge but Circuit Judge 
Rutledge and Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Stack have considered pro- 
posing that the murder charge be 
pressed by Bt. ‘Louis County of- 
ficials. 


Slattery’s body, with a bullet 
hole ‘in the head, was found by a 
roadside in St. Louis County, April 
17, the day he was to have testi- 
fied against Buschman in the rob- 
bery case. He was kidnaped from 
near the City Jail about 4:30 p. m., 
April 16, according to State’s tes- 
timony in the Troup trial. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Stack, 
appealing the jury in his clos- 
ing argument for a  convic- 
tion and the maximum penalty, 
depicted young Slattery as an ex- 
ample of devotion to duty and ex- 
horted the jury to follow his 2x- 
ample in passing judgment on 
Troup. Slattery, without home and 
few friends, sheltered in the House 
of Detention for protection of his 
life, stuck to the end. Stack said. 

Jury Out Two Hours. 

The jury retired at 3:15 p. m. 
in its verdict two 
hours later, 

Troup, a tall blond young man, 
with a record of 54 arrests for in- 
vestigation but no convictions, -at 
immobile in his chair as the ver- 
dict was read. In his own behalf, 
he had testified he was riding in 
St. Louis County with Miss Nell 
Haley, 5707 Julian avenue, at the 
time the State alleges he and Pas- 
safiume carried out the kidnapinz 
on directions signaled from the jail 
by Buschman. Miss Haley con- 
firmed his alibi. 

The keystone of the State’s case 
was the testimony of Robert E. 
Cunningham, cellmate of Busch- 
man in the jail last April, now serv- 
ing a 60-day Workhouse term for 
carrying concealed weapons. He 
related Troup and Passafiume ab- 
ducted Slattery as the latter left 
the House of Detention, south of 
the jail, after Buschman from his

The first scrap was inside th- 
Mississippi delegation and the se.- 
ond was in the same general neigh - 
borhood, near the front of the nall.

The session was late, as usual, 
in getting started, and it was not 
till after 11 o'clock that the chair- 
man decided the delegates had suf- 
fered enough for one day and called 
a halt. Considerably before that 
time, great numbers of the visitors 
in the galleries and a large por- 
tion of the delegates had walked 
out. 

George of Georgia was the first 
te be put in nomination.

He 
aroused scattering applause for the 
strong dry sentiments that he at- 
tributed ta his candidate. At the 
end of the speech, which was given 
scant attention, the Georgians,

lasted 21 minutes. — 

The time is given here merely

‘complete; it means nothing. What 


is called a “demonstration,”’ in the 
parlance of nationai conventions. ‘is 
usually a mild show of enthusiasm 
that would run its course in five 
minutes if it were not aided by 
the band. 

When the chairm4&n thought that 
a sufficient compliment had been 
paid to the Georgia Senator, he 
gavelled the marchers into sub- 
mission without any difficulty. The 
George show was an expression of 


defiance on the part of the dry 


delegates who have not succumbed 
to the pleadings of harmony. It 
carried very little punch. : 

There was a big cheer when 
Franklin Roosevelt of New York, 
who was an Assitant Secretary of 
the Navy under Wilson and the 
running-mate of Gov. Cox in 1920, 
came on the stage to nominate 
Smith. When he nominated Smith 
at New York, Roosevelt was still 
so affected by the infantile pa- 
ralysis which attacked him sev-' 
eral years ago that he had to be 
assisted to the stand. He was able | 
this time to walk with the aid of 


inating oratory. 'He attem 
rabble-rousing flights of oratory. 


pocrisy and cannot live with con- 
cealment and deceit;” and the 
ability to arouse citizens to an ac- 
tive interest in their government. 

He deciared that Smith possessed 
not only the qualities that would 
make him an “efficient” president, 
but “a love and understanding of 
his fellow men” that would make 
him a great president. Just that 
type of man, he said, must be 
placed at the head of the govern- 
ment if the vision of world peace 
was to be realized and just that 
type was needed to save the coun- 
try from the “crass materialism” 
that had “engulfed so many of the 
great nations of the past.” 

Missouri Stands Pat. 

At the end he bore down hard 
on the thought that Smith was “the 
surest leader to victory” and he 
introduced him to the convention 
as “the happy warrior.” 

Immediately the Smith parade 
started. Marchers fel] into § line 
with the standards of nearly all 
the states. Missouri, because of its 
commitment to Reed, stood pat. 
So did some of the other states 
with “favorite sons.” The states 
controlled by the ultra drys were 
likewise missing. But the show 
was a g00d one, as such affairs go. 
and the fights already mentioned 
helped to make it lively. 

It was not nearly so noisy as the 
Smith demonstration. four years 
ago, but that was because it lacked 
the noise devices that split the ear- 
drums at Madison Square Garden. 
Great pictures of Smith were car- 
ried about the hall. One of the 
banners showed clasped hands, 
with the inscription: “The news. 
| boy of the city has come forth to 
help the boys behind the plow.” 
The state flags of Maryland and 
Michigan were in the parade. 

The noise was quelled at the end 
of 23 minutes. 

Seconding speeches followed. The 
chairman had announced that they 
would be limited to five minutes, 
but none of the orators paid any 
attention to the rule. Mrs. Nellie 
Tayloe Ross, former Governor of 
Wyoming, whose friends are boom- 
ing her for. the vice presidentia! 
nomination, made a pleasing pic- 
ture. She wore a broad brimmed 
pink hat and carried an armful of 
pink roses. She seconded the nom- 
ination of Gov. Smith. 

Thomas M. Hickey of California. 
performed a similar office. The 
most significant of the seconding 
speeches for Smith was that by 
Senator A. W. Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, a dry, who declared that a 
man’s views On the wet and dry 
question should not be set up as a 
test of his fitness for office. Fol- 
lowing the lead of Chairman Rob- 
inson, he mentioned Jefferson's 
statute of religious freedom and 
won applause. 

Mrs. Carroll G. Miller of Penn- 
sylvania, made an effective plea 
against bigotry and asked that the 
great Keystone State be rescued 
from the corrupt Republican ma- 
chine that had degraded it. 

Other speeches followed. till the 
crowd was surfeited and the chalk- 
man called it a day.

BISHOP IN ROW 
OVER PRORIBITION 


Tydings Assails Statements 
of the Right Rev. James 
Cannon Jr. and Glass 
Tries to Defend Latter. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOUSTON, Tex., June 28.—A 
threat of a personal clash between 
two United States Senators—Mil- 
lard Tydings of Maryland and Car- 
ter Glass of Virginia, as the re- 
sult of a remark made by Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South, 
threw the meeting of the Platform 
Committee into an uproar yester- 
day. 

For more than two hours advo- 
cates and opponents of the eigh- 
teenth amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act had wrangled in «he 
auditorium of Houston’s public li- 
brary, and even the vigorous use 
of a large carpenter’s hammer in 
the hands of Senator Key Pittman 
of Nevada, the chairman, failed to 
maintain the decorum which usual- 
ly attends sessions of such a con- 
vention committee. 

The climax came just at the 
end while Bishop Cannon held ihe 
floor, arguing for a law enforce- 
ment plank on behalf of the 31 
temperance organizations of the 
country. He made statements re- 
garding the State of Marylani, 
which Senator Tydings of that 
commonwealth repeatedly branded 
as “false.” 


Forced Back in Seat. 

This “‘inally aroused Senator Car- 
ter Glass of Virginia, the home 
state of Bishop Cannon. The Sen- 
ator advanced from his place on 
one side of the hall, waving his 
hands and protesting against such 
characterizations. 

Senator Tydings leaped to his 
feet and started forward while 
the crowd of men and women that 
packed the room strained forward 
in expectancy. The Marylander ad- 
vance¢ only a. ‘ew feet, however, 
before Senator Cole Blease of 
South Carolina grabbed him by the 
shoulders and half by force and 
half by persuasion got him back 
to his seat. 

Before that, Tydings and Jose- 
phus Daniels, North Carolina pub- 
lisher and former Secretary of the 
Navy, had clashed over the position 
of Woodrow Wilson on prohibition. 
In urging his plank calling for de- 
termination of the liquor question 
by the individual States,-the Mary- 
lander reminded his hearers that 
the war President had vetoed the 
Volstead act. 

“Don’t praise the great President | 
in one paragraph of your platform 
and repudiate him in another,” 
Tydings said. 

Daniels Enters Protest. 

Taking the floor a few minutes 


Wilson for eight years, made a 
fiery speech in which he protested 
against “such unhaliwwed use of 
Woodrow Wilson’s name.” He as- 
eerted that Wilson vetoed the Vol- 
stead act because it contained two 
war-time measures which he had 
asked Congress to repeal. 

“Within a few months before 
his .death,.” Daniels. added, 
wrote a letter to a distinguished 
man, saying that neither the eigh- 
teentb amendment nor the Vol- 
stead act should be changed. 

“tT love him too much to see his 
greatest curse that this country 
has ever had.” 

Tydings held a hasty conference 
with Joseph P. Tumulty, who was 
Wlison'’s private secretary, . and 
who was a spectator at the hear- 
ings. The Marylander then stated 
that whatever Wilson might have 
said or written privately, the fact 
rentained that he had vetoed the 
dry. law.

AMERICAN RUMANIANS RESENT

Contend Democratic Keynoter 
Slurred Peasants in Farm

CLEVELAND, O., June 28.—The 
American Rumanian Association 
yesterday sent a note of protest to 
the chairman of the Democratic 
eonvention taking cognizance of 
what it believes to be a “gross 
misrepresentation of the situation 
of the Rumanian peasant,”’ in the 
keynote speech of Claude G. Bow- 
ers.

HOUSTON, Tex., June 28.—The 
Democratic. ship is finding herself 
in the hands of a new crew. 
Wednesday night she officially 
dropped the pilot. In the keynote 
speech the name of Bryan, and ail 
that Bryan has ever stood for in 
the Democratic party since 1896, 
was for the first time omitted. 
Claude G. Bowers, the temporary 
chairman, pinned corsages on Jef- 
ferson, Jackson, Cleveland and Wil- 
son, but gave Bryan the curse of a 
crassing silence. The Democratic 
party is curious that way—always 
its leaders have to lie forgottcn 
after death. Jackson was 10 years 
emerging. The only delegate who 
mentioned Grover Cleveland at the 
conventions between 1896 and 1904 
were enemies who sought to strafe 
him. Woodrow Wilson, in 1920, 
vainly expected a complimentary 
vote for a third term, and in 1924, 
his greatest achievement, the Cove- 
nant of the League of Nations, was 
rejected by a crushing vote in the 
convention at Madison Square Gar- 
den. Tuesday night he became a 
husky, permanent Democratic 
hero. Four years from now Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan will probably 
cast off his cerements but Tuesday 
night Bryan had none to do him 
reverence. bat 
It is odd to sit and watch the 
new crowd man the old ship. All 
day Wednesday and Wednesday 
night, new faces, new voices, new 
leaders were appearing on ‘the 
program. The new crowd is com- 
posed of good showmen. 
Splendid Farm Relief Parade. 
Tuesday night they staged the 
farm relief parade splendidly, 
though the mechanics of it were 
rather visible. No sooner had the 
temporary chairman used _ the 
phrase “the hand of privilege from 
the farmer’s throat” than the band 
leader at his left jumped up as one 
who heard a cue, and began pump- 
ing jazz juice into the crowd—a 
sort of joy serum—and = then a 
dazed little man from North Da- 
kota grabbed his banner and be- 
gan wandering up and down in 
front of the delegates. He found 
his direction, and in aS many sec- 
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onds, a dozen other standard-bear- 
ers from other states had joined 
him, and amid a cataclysm of 
claque, the parade was off. The 
farmers of the Missouri Valley, sit- 
ting at their radios, could not know 
that the embattled farmers of the 
District of Columbia, led by Daisy 
Borden, were parading and that 
George Brennan had handed the 
Illinois banner to the down-State 
realtor who exhorted the butchers 
and bakers and candlestick makers 
from New England to join the pa- 
rade. The realest farmer of the 
lot was the man carrying the Penn- 
sylvania banner. He was the only 
die-hard anti-Smith man in the 
Pennsylvania delegation, president 
of the State Grange. It was a good 
show. 

Also the show yesterday morn- 
ing, which Permanent Chairman 
Robinson directed, was a good one. 
His reference to Constitutional pro- 
hibition against a religious test for 
any office started the standards to 
shimmying all over the place. _ 

The Rock of Refuge. 

Georgia, Florida, Tennessee and 
Alabama held out for a while—a 
fight in the Georgia delegation lost 
the banner to the paraders, and 
f policeman tried to get it back.

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VON HINDENBURG 
ACCEPTS CABINET 
UNITING PARTIES 


Builds New Ministry of 
Notable Political Person- 
ages.

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 28. — President 
von Hindenburg gave his final ap- 
proval to the new Cabinet list sub- 
mitted today by the Socialist Chan- 
cellor, Herman Mueller. 

The Cabinet, whose make-up 
was unofficially made known to- 
day, includes four Socialists and a 
scattering of members of the Cen- 
trists, Democrats, People’s Party 
and Bavarian People’s Party. The 
list follows; 


Chancellor, Hermann Mueller, 
Socialist; Minister of the Interior, 
Dr. Severing, Socialist;' Minister of 
Finance, Dr. Hilferding, Socialist; 
Minister of Communications and 
Occupied Territories, Geheimrat 
Von Guerard, Centrist; Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Dr. Gustay Strese. 
mann, People’s Party; Minister of 
Economic Afflairs, Dr. Julius Cur- 
tius, People’s Party; Minister of 
Posts, Dr. Schaetzel, Bavarian Peo- 
ple’s Party; Minister of Defense, 
Lieutenant General Wilhelm: Groe- 
ner, no party; Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Food, Dr. Dietrich, Demo- 
crat; Minister of Justice, Dr. Erich 
Coch, Democrat; and Minister of 
Labor, Rudolf Wissel. Stresemann., 
Schaetzel and Curtius are carried 
over from the Marx Cabinet. 

Mueller first tried to divide the 
portfolios among the parties from 
which he desired to form a coalition 
Government, namely the Socialists, 
Centrists, Democrats, People’s 
party and the Bavarian Peoplé’s 
party. 

This effort at first seemed 
doomed to failure when the Peo- 
ple's party insisted that it would | 
enter the coalition, only if the 
Prussian Government combination 
also was expanded to include the 
People’s party. 

People’s Party Teceded. 

Under the persvnal influence of 
Dr. Stresemann, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the Marx 
cabinet, the People’s party receded 
from its intransigeant attitude. Its 
members seemed to be willing to 
enter the cabinet, provided the 
Prussian cabinet were reconstruct- 
ed. Hardly had Dr. Stresemann 
started for Baden for his health, 
however, when the People’s party's 
parliamentary group under the 
leadership of Dr. Scholz, decided 
definitely not to enter the coali- 
tion. 

Mueller, with the approval of 
President von Hindenburg, next 
tried to form a Government with- 
out the People’s party. He found 
the Centrist and Bavarian camps 
were disinclined to try sucha 
hazardous experiment which 
would leave only a narrow major- 
ity to the coalition tn the Reich- 
stag and thus constantly endanger 
the possibility of the Government's 
working unhampered. 

Stresemann’s Suggestion. 

From Baden, Dr. Stresemann seit 
« letter in which he suggested a 
way out of the difficulty. Ht was 
that Mueller cease dickering with 
parties and merely ask politica! 
personages to form the Cabinet 
and let them stand or fall. He of- 
fered on behalf of himself and Dr 
Julius Curtius, former Minister cf 
Economic Affairs, to join such s 
Cabinet. 

This suggestion appeared to have 
solved the situation. 

The fact that*only one member 
of the Centrist party has been in- 
eluded in the new Cabtnet fs ex- 
plained on the ground that the list | 
is considcred ’ provisional eee | 
autumn. It is hoped by that time 
that the Prussian question will be 
solved.

ITALIAN TREATIES 


Agitation Over Pacts Per- 
mitting Italy to Acquire 
Adriatic Territory Led to 
Shooting in Assembly. 


KING AND PEASANT 
PLEAD FOR HARMONY 


Alexander and Wounded 
Obstructionist Urge 
Friendly Understanding 
to Prevent Disorder. 


By the Associated Press. 

BELGRADE, Jugo-Slavia, June 
24.—Once more the Balkans are in 
a state of turmoil, and the trouble 
centers in Jugo-Slavia, known offi- 
cially as the State of Serbs, Croats 
and Slovenes. 

The Croats and Slovenes’ united 
with Serbia in 1918, and Monte- 
negro was definitely joined to the 
combination in 1921. 

Jugo-Slavia has been in a great- 
ly agitated condition fer months, . 
primarily over the policy of the 
Government in negotiating treaties 
with Italy that would permit Ital- 
ians to acquire Jugo-Slav territory 
along the Adriatic Sea. The ques- 
tion of ratifying the treaty is be- 
fore the Jugo-Slav Parliament, and 
a climax was reached in the Na- 
tional Assembly when a Monte- 
negrin Deputy, Punica Ratchitch, 
opened fire on the obstructionists, 
headed by Stefan Raditch, the 
peasant leader. 

Pleas for Agreement. 

Two of the opposition Deputies, 
one of them Paul Raditch, nephew 
of Stefan, were killed and four oth- 
ers were seriously wounded, includ- 
ing Stefan Raditch. Late reports 
from his bedside indicated that he 
might die, but in the meantime, 
both he and King Alexander sent 
forth urgent pleas that an amic- 
able understanding be reached 
among the factions in order to 
save the country from disorder 
and bloodshed. 

Others were killed in the rioting 
at Zagreb, the peasants’ strong- 
hold, which followed the Violence 
in the, Assembly, and the funeral of 
the murdered Deputies at that 
place drew more than 200,600 per- 
sons to the city, where the funeral 
ceremony cut-rivaled that of King 
Peter, who had succeeded to the 
throne after the murder of King 
Alexander and Queen Braga 25 
years ago. 

Coincidentally fhere was a meet-

of the Little Entente—Jugo-Slavia, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Rumania— 
for the purpose of formulating a 


- joint policy on matters relating to 


the Balkan states. 

Among the questions to be con- 
sidered was the Nettuno Treaty, as 
well as Italy’s regulations with Al- 
bania, adjacent to Jugo-Slavia, with 
which she recently signed a treaty 
of friendship and arbitration. 

Suspicious of Italy. 

“What does Italy want in the 
Balkans?” is a question uppermost 
in the political thinking of Jugo- 
Slav statesmen and publicists. 

Public sympathy here was decid- 
edly with the students who staged 
the anti-Italian riots recently, and, 
behind this, Jugo-Slav. leaders. 
looking broadly to the future of 
their new nation, see in various

rangements with Jugo-Slavia— 
again because of economic reasons, 
for Hungarian industry can hardly 
live without selling abroad, and 
Jugo-Slavia is the most convenient 
market and demands goods that 
Hungary produces. 
Italy and Albania. 

But the new status of Albania, 
the tiny mountainous country 
which for many centuries had no 
independent existence until it was 
re-created at the end of the Balkan 
War of 1912 and its independence 
guaranteed by the great powers, 
worries the Jugo-Slav political mind 
Albania’s people are divided into 
many clans which live in almost 
isolated valleys and belong to 
three religions, Mohammedan, Or- 
thodox Christian and Catholic. 

As yet it is held they have no 
strong national feeling. They have 
few roads, no railways and few 
economic undertakings. They need 
capital badly; but, according to 
the Jugo-Slav view, they have been 
forced to jeopardize their inde- 
pendence to get it from the Ital- 
ians. The Jugo-Slavs believe that 
in time the Albanians—for they 
are a sturdy race—will assert their 
independence again, counting on 
the great powers, especially Amer- 
ica and Great Britain to. help them 
into economic independence. As 
an independent state Albania, the 
Jugo-Slavs argue, could live side 
by side with them in friendly co- 
operation. 

Cause for Distrust. 

The Belgrade leaders see, how- 
ever, in Italy’s economic and poll- 
tical penetration of Albania a 
cause for ‘distrust. They .ask 


whether the ports she is building, 
the strategical roads to important 
points on the Jugo-Slav frontier, 
the dumps of war material of all 
so:'3 which she is alleged to be 
ectublishing in Albania, are in- 
tended to convert that country into 
a jumping off ground for an at- 
tack some day on Jugo- -Slavia.

Italy is .charged wit’ 
arousing hopes of the Hungarian 
nobles that they may recover their 
lands by. revision of the Treaty of 
Trianon, with helping the Macedo- 
nia revolutionary organization. in 
Bugaria to stir up trouble and with 
using her influence with Grecce to 
prevent an agreement on the Sualo- 
nika question. 

The View In Belgrade. 

The talk in Belgrade 1s that italy 
fears' the formation of a federal 
Balkan state which would have 
ovér 20,000,000 inhabitants, stretch 
from the Adriatic to the Black Sea 
and thus make vain the dreams of 
economic penetration and political 
domination of the DPalkans with 
which Italy seems to be suspected.

TROVE OF ANTIQUES - 
FOUND IN OLD HOUSE 


Four Rooms of . Ante-Bellum 
Log Dwelling Had Been 
Closed for Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WALDRON, Ark. June: 238-— 
A veritable treasure house for 
collectors of antiques was found 
near here recently with the open- 
ing of four rooms in the W. 8B. 
Turman log house, one mile north 
of here, which had been kept 
closed during the owner's lifetime. 
Turman had willed the house and 
its contents to his cousin, Lem 
Little, and family. 7 
The house, which is on State 
highway No. 71, was built of logs 
before the Civil War and is said 
tobe the only house between Fort 
Smith and Hot Springs that stood 
through the war. According to lo- 
cal history, it was set on fire three 
times during the war. 7 
Pewter pots, sulphur matches 
75 years old, antique guhs and 
other curios were found in the four 
rooms after the owner’s death, The 
rooms also contained a Cornwallis- 
LaFayette jug that is said to be 
very valuable, antique furniture, 
newspapers dating back to 1862, 


| trunks fult of hoop skirts and 


Gresses of ante-bellum days, and 
shirts and dresses that were home 
spun and woven, The old-fash- 
foned wheel that spun the thread 
and other pleces of machinery used 
in making the cloth also were 
found. They are three-quarters 
of a century old. ' 

There is also an ancient fire 
blower and a gun known as a wolf 
pistol. This pistol was so con- 
trived that when it was fastened 
to a tree with a plece of bait at- 
tached, a wolf, eating the bait, 
threw the trap that sent two long 
prongs and a shot of powder into 
him. get 
One of the old newspapers gives 
the names of all the men who were 
wounded or killed in Arkansas and 
Texas in the Civil War. A num- 
ber of books, .some published 134 
years ago, also were fdéund in the . 
rooms. Swven walking canes, one 
made out of a lightning rod, were 
discovered. 

Upstairs, the house has port 
holes in the walls through which 
shooting was done during the war. 
In one room was found an old iron 
medicine pounder, hand-woven 
counterpanes, and nine corded pos- 
ter beds. There was an eight-day 
clock that has been in use 93 
years and is said, still to keep cor- 
rect time. There was another 
clock, similar to this, that has been 
on a shelf since the days before 
the Civil War. | 

Other relies found included a 
salt jug made from a gourd, a solid. 
copper kettle, a pewter coffee pot, 
sidelamps, candle molds, a powder 
flask, and two string fiddles whit- 
tled out of wood by Turman. A 
pair of leather shoes made by him 
was also found. 

Turinfan is said to have 
everything he ever owned, 
broken lamp globes and other 
knickknacks found around the 
house seemed to substantiate this.

At last I was forced to consent, 
and having beer carried by my 
comrades to the ice bank, I was 
placed in the plane. There I em- 
braced each of those valiant men 


who had been a tower of strength 
to me during the last month of 
agony. I entrusted to Lieut. 
Viglieri the task of arranging to 
transport Ceccioni to the landing 
place and that he was to be fol- 
lowed by Behounek and TroianL 
Makes Plans for Others. 

Viglieri himself and Sergt. Biozgi 
would be the last to go, Biogi espe- 
cially being required up to the very 
last for the necessary radio signals 
regarding any further drifting of 
the ice floe. Both of these com- 
pared to the rest of the crew, were 
in much the best physical condi- 
tion. 

At 11:26 p. m. the Swedish plane 
took off without mishap and 
reached Murchison Bay at 20 min- 
utes after midnight. 

I was received with unforgettable 
cordiality by the members of the 
Swedish mission, while Lieut. 
Tornberg, faithful to his promise, 
started off again alone after an in- 
terval of barely 20 minutes, on his 
way back to our itonesome little 
camp. <A sea plane escorted him. 

Anxicty Concefning Success. 

I was torn With anxiety regard- 
ing the success of this second at- 
tempt. The commander of the 


Swedish mission very kindly spent | 


those long five hours with me— 
the time which elapsed before the 
approach of the returning machine 
was announced. 

My dismay can be imagined on 
learning that the escort plane only 
had returned, and that Lieut. Torn- 
berg’s plane had met with an acci- 
dent in alighting on our ice floe. 

As Lieut. Tornberg’s machine 
was unfortunately the only one 
available that was fitted with spe- 
cia] gear for landing on the ice, it 
became a matter of the utmost urg- 
ency to co-ordinate and. use al! 
the other flying material available, 
and arrange, if possibile, the addi- 
tion of runners to the landing 
equipment of the machines still at 
our disposal. 

For these reasons, I begged the 
chief of the Swedish mission to 


order my immediate transport to | 
This was done | 


the Citta di Milano. 
on the following afternoon. Our 
journey from Murchison Bay to 
Virgo Bay, where the Citta di Mi- 
lano had moved in order to be 
easier to reach after our rescue, 
taking only 40 minutes. 

The chief of the expedition him- 
self and Lieut. Tornberg, who was 
in charge of the airplane, support- 
ed me while I boarded the machine 
which carried us to the Citta di 
Mila 

I remember very little of that 
moment, charged as it was with 
emotion. My cld comrades of the 
Citta di Milano came and stood 
silently around me, staring at me 
and unable to speak. No doubt my 
long beard must have  startied 
them, They filed past me one by 


lone and shook my hand. 


Organizing Rescue Work. 
What seemed to me a lohg time 


elapsed before I was able to master 
my feelings sufficiently to have an 
interview with Capt. Romagna re- 
garding the organization of the 
rescue work. 

The thought of my comrades still 
stranded on the ice floe was tor- 
menting me, and still haunts me 
continuously. 

But I feel conrident that 1 can 
be much more useful to them here 
than in the red tent on the ice 
floe where I learned to love them 
as brothers. 

The Finnish aviators, together 
with the mechanics of the Citta 
Di Milano, have been fitting run- 
ners on their Junkers sea planes 
in place of the floats that did 
equip them. As soon as it is pos- 
sible they wlil attempt to land on 
the ice floe and bring back to us 
our dear comrades and the gallant 
Swedish aviator who has been 
with them since last Sunday. 

I am sending them frequent 
messages of encouragement. I 


may say that even here aboard the 


Citta Di Milano I feel as_if I were 
stil: with them inside our little red. 
tent where we endured so much 
together. 

Unfortunately, a thick fog cov- 
ering the entire Spitzbergen zone 
has prevented *any further attempt 
to take them comfort and help. 
We heard from Biagi that yester- 
day they spent many hours trans- 
ferring the encampment to the 
spot where the Swedish airplane 
lies disabled.

The 
first was.a fortnight ago when the 
fractures of the ice were threaten- 
ing to split our encampment in 
two, and the disturbance was 


throwing horrible hummocks and 


pieces of broken ice over us. Then 
we moved to “White Bear Bank,” 


so called by us because that was 


the spot where the white bear was 
killed by Malmeren on the first 
day after our disaster. 


The Swedish officer sent me a 
message saying that he is happy to 


be of some hélp to my comrades 
and that he is in no hurry to re- 
turn. ) 

As soon as the fog has lifted one 
of the Finnish seaplanes fitted with 
runners, wil! take off from Am- 
sterdam Island. 

Experiments carried out on the 
snow today have proved that the 
change from floats to runners has 
been successful. The seaplane will 
be piloted by Lieut. Sarko. 

Two Italian sea planes are also 
ready to go, as well as the Swe- 
dish three-engined airplane which 
will make a®* wide survey to the 
east of the encampment in search 
of the missing group of six men. 

No News of Amundsen. 

It is unfortunate that we have 
no news of Capt. Amundsen, who 
came so promptly and generously 
to our rescue. Capt. Riiser Larsen 
and Lieut. Lutzow Holm are still 
helpless aboard the Braganza 
which is blockaded in the ice. 

I think the six men who Grift- 
ed away on the airship after our 
fall will be found within a zone no 
more than 37 miles east of our en- 
campment on a width of 10 degrees 
to the left or 10 degrees to tne 
right. 

When the control cabin  bhe- 
came detached the airship drifted 
away in the direction of 110 de- 
grees, and soon afterwards we saw 

fa distance of about six mil2s 
a thin column of.smoke, probably 
produced by a gasoline tank fall- 
ing on the ice and catching fire. 

It is my belief, therefore, that 
my comrades must be sought in 
that direction. 

Chief Motorist Killed. 

I have had to break the news 
of the death of one of our party, 
our chief motorist. Vincenzo Po- 
mella. When*the Italia was over- 
whelmed by a weight of ice which 
accumulated on the envelope, and 
fell on the ice pack, the little cab- 
in containing the stern engine was 
the first to get the impact. 

Pomella. who was in the cabin, 
was fatally hurt, and died soon 
afterwards in our arms without 
regaining consciousness. We 
buried him in the ice near the 
spot whefe the Swedish airplane 
landed last Sunday. 

Pomella was a brave man and 
loyal comrade. 

Of the three men led by Ma- 
riano, who went out from our 
camp in attempt to connect with 
the search parties, there has been 
no news whatever. Prof. Malm- 
gren, the Swedish meteorologist 
who was.one of them, hoped to 
cover about six miles daily, but 
during their march to Foyne Island 
we were able to ascertain that only 
about eight miles a day could be 
actually covered, owing to ice con- 
ditions.

~ France Returns to Gold 


From The New York Herald Tribune. 


F the retyrn of France te a goid cur- 

rency basis has leng been a foregone 
eenclygion it is mene the less epecha! on 
that acceunt. Histerically. the action tak- 
en by the Chamber of Deputies will un- 
doubtedly be recerded as the fina! impert- 
ant step in the recevery of Eurepe from 
the financial scourge ef inflation and cur- 
rency disruption that came in the wake of 
the Werid War. 

Three courses have been followed by those 
e¢ untries which have returned to goid. En- 
giand. which financed itself in the war 
preponderantly threugh taxation and whose 
currency as 4 resuit never declined as much 
as §90 r cent in terms of gold, adepted 
the m@hod ef complete restoration of the 
pound sterling te pre-war parity. Belgium 
and Italy “revalerized” their currencies at 
new arbitrary levels. the former at about 
14 per cent of pre-war value. the iatter at 
about 27 per cent: while Germany and Aus- 
tria, that had carried infiatien to its logi 
cai conclusien, reserted to camplete rep- 
udiation of the pre-war currencies and set 
up new menetary unite hased en geld in 
their stead. 

France has @hesen the middie course of 
revalerizatien pursued by SBeigium and 
Italy, its new unit being established at a 
gold weight werking out to abeut 3.92 cents 
in American meney er almost exactly 20 
per cent of the pre-war franc. Stabilization 
at that level conres about twe years after 
the currency seemed definitely headed fer 
extinction and repudiation. a fate frem 
which it has unquestionably been saved only 
by the vigereus financial and peliticai. ad- 
ministration ef Premier Poincare. An orgy 
ef governmental spending, funds fer which 
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were provided by inflation ef credit and 
currency in 1919 and 1920, gave the imi- 
tial impetus te a decline in the frane which 
threatened to carry it te eoblivien. The 
“flight ef the franc”"—the emigration ef 
French capita] te other centers—fellewed 
as a natural sequence of the vicieus cycie 
ef rising prices and budgetary deficits that 
marked the next few years, and this out- 
ward flow of funds found reflection in an 
accelerated decline in the franc until. at 
the end of July. 1926, it had dropped belew 
twe cents in the werid’s exchange markets. 

When the Pqincare ministry toek over the 
reins of government it found the financia! 
situation ene bordering on panic. The new 
Premier at once applied himself te bal- 
ancing the budget threugh the imposition ef 
additional taxation, bringing in an additien- 
al 11.900,006,900 francs, with the result that 
the vear 1926 closed with a surplus of i1.- 
600,000,000 francs and the budget for the 
next vear was assured ef balancing. From 
th moment that M. Poincare teok hold cen- 
fidence in the frane was restered and the 
“flight ef the franc” became an upward 
flight in the fereign exchange market. A 
year and a haif ago de facte stabilization 
.-as accemplished. and since .that time 
threugh the funding ef the interna! debt and 
the building up of gold balances threugheut 
the world the way has been carefully pre- 
pared for the return to the gold standard. 
How adequate these preparations have been 
is evidenced by the facet that France, pre- 
sumabfy withthe approval of the world's 
financial a ities, has been able to take 
this impertant step witheut reeourse te 
fo. eign. credits such as were advanced te 
England. Beigium and Italy.

HE spirit of conciliatien and the willing- 


ness te compromise demingte the atti- 
tvde of the State Department with refer- 
ence to the treaty to outlaw war. Those 
whe believe that the United States has 
reached that point in its international de- 
velopment where it can afford to be broead- 


minded and genereus in dealing with ether 


nations will weleeme the large concessions 
te the French an@ British viewpeints which 
Secretary of State Kellogg has made in his 
latest note and treaty text dealing with the 
anti-war prepesals. 

These concessions were the price ef suc- 
cess. The treaty text submitted by France 
as an alternative to cours wag so involved, 
so hedged abeut with limitations, that it 
meant lege than nothing. On the other 
hand. the first text submitted by Washing- 
ten witheut any covering note er explana- 
tien was so all-inclusive as te be inaccept- 
able to Pewers whose treaty obligations 
might oblige them te make war. 

The mest impertant change in the treaty 
text which hag fust been submitted to 14 
governments is the addition of the follewing 
werds to the preamble: “Any signatory 
Pewer which shall hereafter seek to pro- 
mote tts national interests by resort to war 


by geing te war against an aggressor nNa- 
tién. For if any nation which signs the 
Kellogg Treaty makes aggressive war-— 
“seeks te promote its nationa! interests by 
resort to War” is the Kellogg phrase-—that 
very act releases the signatories of the 
anti-war pact from any ebligations they 
have assumed with respect te net making 
war against that partievlar nation. 

All the Locarno Treaty Powers have now 


‘been included ameng the Powers which are 


asked do join in the anti-war treaty. All 
the British Dominions, the Irish Free State 
and India are asked te jein in deference to 
the wishes of Great Britain. And the State 
Department is willing to include any Pow- 
ers which may be tnvelived in neutrality 
treaties even though it does net consider it 
netessary for them to be ameng the origina! 
treaty Pewers. 

Already the French and British press 
have given the new prepesga! a favorable re- 
ception: “The obvieus eagerness of the State 
Department to meet every fereign ebiec- 
tien is so ynusual an attitude en the part 
oc the United States that fereign commenta- 
ters are both surprised and delighted.

‘Dr. Wayman has been offered 
the presidency of Des Moines Uni- 
Yersity, a Baptist institution at Des 
Moines, Ia., according to a pub- 
lished statement in the Toronto 
Globe of Toronte, Canmade. The an- 
nouncement of Dr. Wayman’s se- 


lection for the position was made 
in connection with the Baptist Bi- 
ble Union convention in that city. 
Dr. Wayman declined to discuss 
the offer yesterday, but indicated 
he would have a-statement later. 

Recently Left William Jewell. 

The former William Jewell head 
virtually was forced out after he 
dismissed three instructors. The 
dismissals created a storm at the 
college during commencement 
week, climaxed by an open revolt 
of the student body. 

Alumni organizations took up the 
fight, challenging Wayman’s right 
to several degrees he claimed. The 
controversy subsided after Wayman 
resigned, but not before it threat- 
ened a breach in the ranks of Mis- 
souri Baptists. 

Dr. T. T. Sehields, pastor of the 
Jarvis Street Baptist Church ~in 
Des Moines, now acting president 
of Des Moines University, an- 
nounced that Dr. Wayman would 
be the new president there. 

His announcement, according to 
the Toronto Globe, was made in 
an address before the convention 
of the Baptist Bible Union of North 
America in Toronto early this 
week. | 

“Knows How to Clean House.” 

Referring to Dr. Wayman, the 
speaker said: “He is one man who 
knows how to clean his own house. 
He had the courage to dismiss 
three professors because of their 
modernistic teachings at William 
Jewell College.” 

Dr. Wayman also spoke briefly 
to the convention. according to the 
Globe. declaring that as a church 
was built, an educationa! institu- 
The 


'two must go hand in hand, he said, 


and the teachings of the school 
must. be completely in accord with 
the teachings of the church. 

The Des Moines University was 
taken over a year ago by the union 
to be operated as a Baptist funda- 
mentalist college.
